The 
arm defences consist of pauldrons, rere and vam braces 
with elbow cops, cuisses with knee cops, half calf jambs 
pierced with numerous holes around the ankles for the 
attachment of the chain mail foot covering. The entire 
suit, with the exception of the gauntlets, which are 
modern, is richly decorated with etched bands of a 
foliated design 

This suit was icorn at the Eglington Tournament in 
1839, and also by the late Earl of Craven at the Shalces- 
peare’s Page'ant at Earl’s Court, when the suit tvas “ reno- 
vated ” as it now appears
